Dispatches received from Bologna today state that the bom- 


bardment of Ihe Tarvis group of fortifications is making such 
headway, and the Italian operations against the Austrian de- 
fenses at Gorizia on the Isonzo front are so successful that 
Lt. Gen. Cadorna has already mapped out his plan of cam- 
paign which will follow the fall of one or both of these cities. 
Prisoners and wounded Italian troops who are back from 
Gorizia declare that the fighting on the Isonzo front during 
July ranked with anything in Frence or Poland for sanquinary 
fierceness.

Public Extravagance. 


'.This"''-paper lias in Hie past called attention to the fact that 


. the people are chiefly responsible for .public extravagance and 


.consequent high taxes, and its posifRJfTbn this mailer is sub- 


: stanliated by an observant writer who in one of Ihe leading 


newspapers of a large eastern city illustrates the point by citing 
a concrete case in which an unusually large appropriation was 
made.'for roads by the legislature of the state after it had 
pledged itself to the strictest economy. 


. 
,- This .pledge.was made at the beginning of-the session and 
was cordially approved by the people, and press of the slate, 
who for years have noted wilh some anxiety (lie constant and 
rapid growth of the tax rale. The emphatic promise of econ- 
omy was accepted wilh a sense of relief, but what was (he 
outcome? The legislature had not been long in session before 
there was introduced a biii providing for an immense appro- 
priation for roads in a certain seclipn of the stale. The people 
of that part of (he slate were of course solidly iii favor of the 
measure. It is always so when appropriations and improve- 
ments'are to come "our way.*' Thousands of voters were 
directly interested in the success of the measure, and the result 
was that the legislalors who had been shouting for economy 
•vied'with one another in support of the bill, each parly evi- 
dently being determined that Hie other should'nol receive Ihe 
exclusive credit for ils passage. The bill wen I through wilh 
flying colors and the result was an appropriation thai looked 
like anything but economy, and one that will swell the slalc 
tax rale for years to come. Good roads are a good thing, but 
such an amount would never have been appropriated :U one 
time if-it had no! been for Ihe pressure bronghl lo bear on the 
legislature by.lhe tax payers themselves. 


The. explanation of public extravagance is extremely sim- 


ple.:. The public, like most individuals, wants everything in 
sight and does not slop to coiml the cost till the lax bills come 
in. Then there is"a howl of protest, followed in many in- 
stances, by the retirement to private life of competent and con- 
scientious officials because Id the best of Iheir ability they car- 
ried out the'wj-shesof those who placed Ihem in oilice. 


The.saying, "Charity begins at. home," applies equally well 


lo economy.. When public economy is genuinely demanded it 
wiljTcbme, and not before. And (he demand must come from 
lhpjj.e-i\vho foot the bills. 


The far-reaching effect of the war on Christianity and the morals of man- 


kind ia almost a question too stupendous to discuss. 


It often happens—indeed, it usually happens—that these world shatterin 


conflicts and calamities only servo to draw mankind close to God. It is har 
at this time, when nearly the whole of the civilized world is plunged Into sor 
row, when war and desolation stalk broadcast over Europe—then It is hard, 
say, to pet away from the Immediate .sadness and seemingly ever present uric 
and believe that good will come of It. 


Hut, 
looking back at previous struggles, It can be seen that at their con 


elusion the effect has been not to weaken and lower mnnklnd, bul out of tin 
ruins of the havoc man has returned lo the promotion of the forward movcmon 
of civilization with renewed zeal. .The fact that In the midst of tribulation and 


(UJISction the human creature instinctively turns to God gives me hope in this 
present war. 


.lust as, after former wars, men have como nearer to God, so I hope tlm 


the outcome of this strife will prove only good and that humanity will gain 
greater clemency nnd a keener insight Into the all wisdom of God,
